JAMES J. CORBETT, 
FORMER CHAMPION 
PRIZEFIGHTER, DIES 


Man Who Defeated John 
L. Sullivan for Heavy- 
weight Title Succumbs 
After Long Illness. 


HEART ATTACK 
JAN. 31 THE CAUSE 


In Wife’s Arms at the End; 
His Last Words to Her 
Were, ‘Kiss Me, Darling’ 
—He Was 66 Years Old. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—James J. 


Corbett, former heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world, died of a heart 
ailment, this afternoon. He was 66 
years old. 
Corbett died in his wife’s arms. 
The last words were spoken a 
few hours before when he said to 
Mrs. Corbett: “Kiss me, darling.” 
She kissed him and he collapsed 
in her arms. She sat holding his 
head until he died. They had been 
married 37 years. : 
Just before he died he made an 
attempt again to speak to Mrs. 
Corbett but was too weak and was 


merely able to give her a last smile. 

Corbett has been suffering from a 
bad heart for several years and was 
taken with a severe attack Jan. 
31. He has been confined to his 
bed since. Several times during 
the last two weeks he has been on 
the verge of death, attended by his 
priest and his physician, but until 
today always had rallied to appear 
stronger than before. 

He was wasted away to only a 
Shadow of the man who knocked 
out John L. Sullivan at New Or- 
leans in 1892, weighing only about 
140 pounds and so weak that much 
of the time he could hardly® raise 
his hand in greeting. 

During his last illness Corbett was 
attended only by his wife and two 
old friends of many years, John 
and Denny Kelleher, of Boston. He 
refused to have a nurse. 


Won Title From John L. Sullivan, | 


Lost It to Fitzsimmons. 

James J. Corbett was champion 
heavyweight pugilist of the world 
for five years, having won the title 
from John L. Sullivan and lost it to 
Bob Fitzsimmons. After his -re- 
tirement from the ring he devoted 
most of his time to th: stage, hav- 
ing been initiated in the theatrical 
profession by William A. Brady, 
who was his manager when he won 
the heavyweight titie and for some 
time after. 

Corbett displayed better than or- 
dinary ability as an _ all-round 
athlete when as a young man he 
became 4 member of the Olympic 
Athletic Club of San Francisco. It 
was said of him that he could have 
made any of. the club’s athletic 
teams, but he showed a preference 
for baseball and boxing. In the lat- 
ter sport Corbett quickly absorbed 
all that the boxing instructors had 
to teach and developed such skill 
that eventually he was regarded by 
critics of the sport as the most 
scientific heavyweight boxer the 
ring has ever produced. His skill, 
coupled with his speed, made him a 
hard man to hit and even in the 
bout in which he lost his title and 
others in which he was knocked 
out, his opponents were said to 
have been more severely punished 
than was Corbett. 

Rose From Amateur Ranks. 

The former champion became a 
professional after he had proved 
his superiority over all the amateur 
boxers on the Pacific Coast. His 
success in a few professional 
matches led to one in 1891 with 
Peter Jackson, foremost Negro 
boxer of the time. They battled 
for 61 rounds and the bout, which 
ended in a draw, has been classed 
as one of the greatest ever fought 
between heavyweights. 


Corbett’s showing against the 
clever, hard-hitting Negro attracted 
the attention of boxing enthusiasts 
throughout the United States and 
finally led to the match with Sulli- 
van for the heavyweight title. 

That bout was fought at New 
Orleans, Sept. 7, 1892, six days after 
Corbett had passed his twenty- 
sixth birthday, and resulted in the 
dethronement of the Boston Strong 
Boy, who had been the idol of box- 
ing fans for several years. 

During the five years that Cor- 
beit reigned as king of the heavy- 
weights his most important contest 
was with Charlie Mitchell, the 
British champion. The latter had 
to his credit a 39-round draw with 
Sullivan, fought in France, and 
dogged Corbett for a chance at the 
title from the time he won it from 
Sullivan. They finally met at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., and Corbett disposed 
of Mitchell by a knockout in three 
rounds. 

The champion's next important 
bout was the one in which he lost

FRE IN ESCALATO 
AT FAMOUS BARR’ 
ROUTS CUSTOMERS 


Thousands of Shoppers 
Leave Hastily as First, 
Floor Fills With Smoke 
From Small Blaze. 


A small fire in the basement of 
the Famous-Barr department store 
at noon today caused several thou- 
sand shoppers to make a hasty exit 
as smoke filled the lower floors of 
the building, and called firemen to 
fight the blaze while an emergency 


squad of detectives was rushed 
from police headquarters as a safe- 
guard against looting by thieves. 

The fire was confined to the 
basement escalator on the west side 
of the store. Firemen expressed 
the belief it was caused by a cigar- 
ette dropped by a passenger on the 
escalator into the machinery, be 
tween the first floor and the base- 
ment. 

Feeding on oil-soaked waste and 
the rubber belts of the escalator, 
the fire appeared at first more 
menacing than it really was. Dense 
clouds of smoke poured forth from 
the machinery and spread through 
the store, even ascending the eleva- 
tor shafts to upper floors. 

Employes who tried to beat out 
theb laze were quickly driven away 
by the smoke and a fire alarm 
was sounded. Fire apparatus ait- 
tracted thousands of spectators who 
stood around the building and 
watched the smoke coming from 
the upper windows. Uniformed po- 
licemen quickly took up stations at 
the door and admitted no one. 

Godfrey Anderson, merchandise 
manager, estimated there were 2500 
persons in the basement, including 
shoppers and salespeople, when 
smoke began to spread through the 
floor. Two women fainted. Sales- 
people remained at their counters, 
except those nearest the fire, end 
floorwalkers directed shoppers to 
exits with a minimum of confusion. 

The same routine was followed on 
thé first floor. Meanwhile floor- 
walkers were dispatched to upper 
floors to reassure shoppers and em- 
ployes, who were told the fire was 
localized, but that they might leave 
the building. 

To insure unimpeded elevator 
traffic, no one was allowed to go 
above the first floor after the blaze 
was discovered. Several women 
who had left children in the nur- 
sery on the eighth floor, virtually 
out of reach of smoke, began to 
clamor at the elevutor to be taken 
upstairs. They were told to wait 
where they were and their children 
were quickly carried down by ele- 
vator operators. 

Firemen dragged three hose lines 
into the store and began to drown 
out the flames with water as others 
hurried in with chemical extin-

Unemployed Get Free...Gro- 
ceries and Brawley, Cal., 
Gets $35,000 Building.

BRAWLEY, Cal. Feb. 18.—Out 
of the depression, civic pride and 
a fund of $4145, a new $35,000 City 
Hall is rising in Brawiey. 
Materials for its walls are being 


taken from excavations in the 
heart of the city. Unemployed 
persons and citizens behind in their 
water bills are making the adobe 
bricks and helping put them in 
place. The building is of Spanish 
architecture, with walls three feet 
thick. It will house not only the 
city offices but the Public Library 
and Chamber of Commerce. 

The old Municipal Building 
burned two years ago, and with 
unemployed to care for and many 
citizens far in arrears on their 
water bills, Mayor R. L. Baker ex- 
plained, there was little chance for 
a. bond issue. The unemployment 
situation was made acute by per- 
sons flocking to the Imperial Val- 
ley from colder areas with the 
hope of getting work in the win- 
ter lettuce and tomato or early 
cantaloupe fields. 

With $4148 insurance from the 
old city hall as a starting point, 
Mayor Baker began promoting the 
idea of using the city’s debtors and 
unemployed to erect the new build- 
ing. 

Beams for the roof were donated. 
Civic-minded merchants made 
other donations and offered to fur- 
nish materials such as cement, 
plaster, tile, lumber and plumbing 
fixtures at cost. 

So, unemployed are _ receiving 
groceries for their labor, citizens 
are squaring up their water bills 
and Mayor Baker is thinking about 
the rent it will save.

ASSASSIN IN COURT

EW YORK, Feb. 18.—One thou- 
sand policemen guarded President- 
elect Roosevelt last night when he 
arrived by special train from Mi- 
ami, Fla., where an attempt was 
made to assassinate him. Throngs 
of persons lined the streets to wel- 
come him home. 

The President-elect was still 
smiling and going ahead with 
preparations for the presidency 
without any change in his daily 
routine. Meanwhile he kept in 
close touch with the Miami hospi- 
tal where live the five victims of 
the bullets intended for him. 

Where one policeman stood a 
month ago in front of the Roose- 
velt home on East Sixty-fifth 
street a squadron patroled today. 
Although absolute order prevailed, 
the police were taking no chances. 
Leaving his home after dinner last 
night to go with his son, Elliott, 
to Masonic Hall where the son re- 
ceived the degree of a Master Ma- 
son, Roosevelt was again surroun- 
ed by police.

Most of Corbett’s career on the

William A. Brady was managing 
Corbett’s pugilistic affairs he pre- 
pared the boxer for a part in “After 
Dark,” which proved a big finan- 
cial success. After winning the 
heavyweight championship, Corbett 
was starred in “Gentleman Jack,” a 
piay written especially for him and 
in which he made a successful tour 
of the principal cities of the coun- 
try. In 1905 he appeared for a 
short time in George Bernard 
Shaw’s “Cashel Byron's Profession.” 

On the baseball diamond Corbett 
was a clever first baseman and 
played numerous exhibition games 
against major league teams. His 
brother Joe pitched for Baltimore 
for several years when that city 
was represented in the National 
League. 

Born Sept. 1, 1866. 

Corbett was born at San Fran- 
cisco Sept. 1, 1866, and was one of 
a large family of children of Pat- 
rick Corbett, who came to the Unit- 
ed States from Ireland in 1854. Jim 
was graduated from the Sacred 
Heart College at San Francisco at 
the age of 16 and later obtained a 
position in the Nevada bank, which 
he retained until he became a pro- 
fessional puzgilist. 7 

Since his retirement from the 
ring he had made his home in New 
York and in one of the subtrbs on 
Long Island. He always took pride 
in the good physical condition in 
which he kept himself and after 
passing his fifty-fifth birthday ex- 
pressed a desire to meet when he 
became 60 the reigning heavy- 
weight champion in a short exhi- 
bition in order to prove his ccndi- 
tion and his ability to stand up be- 
fore the man holding the title 30 
years after he had relinquished it.

The new total 
includes $912,613,970 on real estate 
and $98,477,520 on personal proper- 
ty, compared with the figures last 
year, as reduced by the State, of 
$1,019,831,795 on real estate and

The Assessor’s total valuation 
will be augmented by the assess- 
ment of public utilities to be add- 
ed by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion. Last year this addition was 
about $71,000,000, not included in 
the foregoing data.

The execution was fixed for April 
21 in Joliet prison. 

To Make Another Appeal. 

Once more an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court, the 
youth’s attorney, B. J. Knight, an- 
nounced as soon as the sentence 
was pronounced. 

Before pronouncing decision, 
Judge Shurtleff read. at length 
from a bulky prepared manuscript, 
reviewing the evidence and giving 
reasons for his verdict. 

“Had McWilliams fired only one 
shot,” the Judge said, “the case 
would have been easier to decide. 

“The first shot killed the victim, 
and the four other shots he fired 
into the conductor's body were 
wanton. 

“T believe those shots showed a 
disregard for human life.’- 

The Judge said McWilliams did 
not appear to be a moron and that 
the youthful killer had indicated a 
knowledge of right and wrong. 

Darrow was absent from the 
courtroom, every seat of which had 
been filled by a crowd that began 
arriving at 6 a. m. 

Earlier today, the counsel for the 
defense filed a request with the 
State for $250 fees and expense 
money.

Deputy Sheriffs then led him 
away, to be taken later to the State 
penitentiary at Joliet—and to the 
death chamber unless the Supreme 
Court again intervenes.

Their father, Benjamin Furman 
of 1406A Montclair avenue, related 
that they used a taxicab to go to 
Forest Park Highlands to swim, and 
that Campbell bought them a $50 
clock to persuade them to visit a 
dentist. Their aunt, Mrs. Mildred 
Roman, 3623 Lafayette avenue, said 
that Campbell removed them from 
her home because she _ slapped 
Adolph, and paid $350 for all her 
furniture just to make them feel 
at home with another aunt. 

Eight Lawyers Present. 

Eight attorneys, representing an 
extensive list of litigants in the 
case, heard the depositions, which 
were taken by Jacob M. Lashly and 
Clark M. Clifford, representing 
Yale, in the office of George L.

The Republicans proposed modified repeal, 
with a constitutional assurance that the wishes of 
some of the states to be dry would be constitutionally 
respected. How can they be constitutionally respect- 
ed without sending Federal officers into the states? 
Under the WebbKenyon Act, the transportation of 
liquor into dry states was prohibited by Federal 
statute before we had the eighteenth amendment. No 
serious effort was ever made to make it effective. 
This was due to two causes: (1) The people in 
some of the dry states were not themselves seri- 
ous about prohibition; they thought of it in terms 
of class legislation; they insisted upon having liquor 
brought in to themselves while denying it to others. 
(2) The Federal Government was without adequate 
funds to enforce the Webb-Kenyon Act. 

Is this make-believe what we propose to have 
again? If not, how are Federal and state authority 
to avoid the conflict which arose under national] pro 
hibition? ‘ 
Desirable as it is to get repeal upon its way, it is 
essential that it be started right. The Democratic 
proposal of outright repeal is sound. If we do not 
turn to it now, we will have to do so later.

MICHIGAN GOVERNOR EXPECTED

House to Vote Monday on Resolu- 
tion Passed by Senate to 
Give Executive Power.

DETROIT, Feb. 18.—With no de- 
cision promised before Monday, 
bankers and State administrative 
officials worked today on a pro- 
gram to lighten the inevitable 
shock when Michigan’s extraordi- 
nary banking holiday ends Thurs- 
day. 

Gov. Comstock, who proclaimed 
the eight-day “holiday” last Tues- 
day, apparently was on the verge 
of receiving unprecedented emer- 
gency power. 

Only concurrence by the State 
House of Representatives at Lans- 
ing was needed to make him a 
“banking dictator” for duration of 
the emergency. The Senate adopt- 
ed a resolution yesterday declaring 


Attorney-General and Supreme 
Court Justices ruled that the Gov- 
ernor’s authority is supreme under 
such a condition. The House, which 
asked more time to consider the 
Senate resolution, reconvenes Mon- 
day night. 

The Governor was in conference 
today with an advisory committee 
of bankers. He said he believed 
“we are going to be able to work 
out a plan which will go into ef- 
fect without a run on any bank.” 
The State’s policy, he said, will be 
to protect financial institutions 
which cannot now open their doors 
without jeopardizing assets.

CHARGES TRICKERY 


IN SPECIFICATIONS 


Also Asserts Standard Oil 
Supplies Cheaper Grade 
of Fuel Than That Stipu- 
lated in Agreement.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18.— 
Some divisions of the State High- 
way Department have been buying 
gasoline at the regular retail price 
although the department has a con- 
tract with the Standard Oil Co. for 
a discount of 4% cents a gallon, At- 
torney General McKittrick charged 
yesterday at a session of the Don- 
nelly Committee of the State Sen- 
ate which is investigating Highway 
affairs. 

Under the contract, the depart- 
ment is to purchase 2,225,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline within a year for 
4%% cents a gallon less than the tank 
wagon prices at 300 points of deliv- 
ery throughout the state. Thus if 
Red Crown, the grade specified, is 
selling for 13 cents a gallon re‘ail at 
Kirkwood, one of the _ division 
points, the department would pur- 
chase it there for 8% cents. 

Figures for the Kirkwood divi- 
sion, however, have not been re- 
ceived by the Attorney-General. 

Purchases at Springfield. 

One instance of purchasing with- 
out the discount which he alleged 
is Springfield, where, according to 
department figures, the department 
paid 13 cents a gallon in December, 
1932. McKittrick said he had a wit- 
ness who would testify at the next 
session, Monday morning, that Red 
Crown gasoline was selling for 13 
cents at Springfield filling stations 
at that time. 

A further charge of the Attorney- 
General in questioning highway de- 
partment witnesses was that the 
bidding specifications were “strickly 
drawn” so that only the product of

. fill them, and that other companies, 


therefore, were effectively barred 
from the bidding.

No Fixed Specifications. 

Department chemists testified 
that neither Red Crown nor Stano- 
lind had any fixed specifications, 
but that the volatility, specific

{After winning the world’s 
championship from Dempsey on 
September 23, 1926, Tunney ad- 
mits twitting the sports writers 
“in a@ smarty-smarty manner” 
and—‘“practically overnight I 
became the most unpopular of all 
the heavyweight champions.” 
In sportsmanly scene with Demp- 
sey the day after the fight, Jack 
predicts: “Your troubles, Gene, 
are just beginning.” ... 

CHAPTER THIRTY-FIVE. 
Those first few months of crown- 
wearing developed a martyr com- 
plex. “I imagined myself as Atlas 
with the worries of the world on 
my back.” Fortunately, I gradually 
began to see the ridiculousness of 
this attitude. I was lending too 
much importance to the new posi- 
tion. Justifiable ridicule helped me 
to see light. 

I tried my hand at vaudeville. 
After a week I decided that the

The Return Match 


Dempsey was rewarded with a 
return match with me. The date 
was set for Sept. 22, 1927, at Sol- 
diers’ Field, Chicago—one year, 
less a day, after the first match. 

Rickard was convinced’ that 
Dempsey was the greatest drawing 
card of all time. He appointed Leo 


at Madfson Square Garden, as 
Jack’s manager. This, in itself, 
would indicate how closely allied 
Rickard and Dempsey were; but 
the Garden’s record—the vouchers 
covering Rickard’s expenses—show 
that Rickard paid Flynn's expenses 
to Chicago.

After the Phila- 
delphia fight, in a conference with 
Grantland Rice, whom I have al- 
ways admired and respected, I said: 
“But Grant, do you think I wouldn't 
know whether Dempsey was try- 
ing? There is one fellow that a 
fighter can’t deceive about the hon- 
esty of his efforts and that is his 
opponent. I tell you there is no sum 
that could have bought the cham- 
pionship from Dempsey. In trying 
to persuade Jack to give us the 
fight instead of Wills, Gibson of- 
fered to let Jack have the whole 
purse in the event that I was suc- 
cessful in winning the title. . It 
would have meant $200,000 more. 
But Jack evidently did not think I 
had sufficient chance of winning to 
justify his bothering with our of- 
fer.” 

Grant was not convinced until I 
got off the floor in that seventh 
round in Chicago, There were many 
converts made during the seventh 
round. 

I established my training head- 
quarters at Speculator, New York, 
where I remained until Sept. 1. 

During the early part of this 
training period I had a very curious 
experience.

Without going down or 
staggering I lost all consciousness 
of what I was doing, and instinc- 
tively proceeded to knock Muskie 
out. 

Another sparring partner, Eddie 
Eagan, entered the ring. We boxed 
three rounds. I have no recollec- 
tion of this, nor have I any recol- 
lection of. anything that occurred 
until the next morning when I 
awakened in my little cabin, by the 
water’s edge, wondering who I was 
and what I was doing there. 


As I lay in this state of return- 
ing consciousness I became awfully 
frightened. Gradually my name 
came to me. That I was a pugilist 
soon followed, then the thought of 
being champion—impossible—unbe- 
lievable. I must have had a long 
dream. Slowly came the realization 
that I had not been dreaming. I 
rose and asked guarded questions. 
I wanted to know all about the 
events of the day before. For three 
days I could not recall the names of 
my most intimate acquaintances. I 
had to stop training and did not 
leave my cabin, except to eat or 
take a short walk. On these occa- 
sions all seemed queer. I was un- 
able to orient myself. The sensa- 


I confided my condition to no one 
but Eddie Eagan. He was keeping 
a diary. It is amusing now to read 
his notes of those few goofy days. 

After returning to normal, I de- 
cided that any sport in which such 
accidents could occur was danger- 
ous. I realized I had had a concus- 
gion. The first seed of retirement 
was sown then. The possibility of 
becoming “punch-drunk” haunted 
me for weeks.

Rumor Insurance 


To try to avoid a repetition of 
the ugly rumors that followed the 
Philadelphia match, and at the 
same time protect myself in Chi- 
cago, I insisted that the following 
clauses be incorporated in the new 
contract: : 


“The parties hereto in the per- 
formance of their obligations here- 
under will use all reasonable efforts 
to have the contest conducted with 
utmost fairness and to discover and 
expose to the other any circum- 
stances, facts or transactions in- 
volving any persons whatsoever 
which might interfere with the

3 WOMEN TELL OF BEING 
SHIPWRECKED OFF ALASKA 


Lived on Mouldy Bread and Meat 
of Wild Bulls Until 
Rescued.

SEWARD, Alaska, Feb. 18.— 
Three women yesterday related 
their experiences of, eating mouldy 
bread and the meat of wild bulls, 
and using tea and hay for cigar- 
ettes, while marooned on bleak 
Chirikof Island. 

They were Miss Hilda and Miss 
Frances Meusel of Chicago and 
Mrs. Jack McCord, wife of the pro- 
moter of a platinum-gold property 
on Chirikof, all members of a party 
rescued by the Coast Guard cutter 
Tellapoosa, Feb. 10, when their 
supplies were almost exhausted. 

The party was cast away on one 
of the most isolated spots of the 
Aleutian Island group when the 
motorship Dorothy was wrecked in 
the surf while landing supplies 58 
days previously. A native  suf- 
fered the fracture of one leg in the 
wreck, 

When rescued the women and the 
several men in the party were 
eating mouldy bread and the meat 
of wild bulls shot on the island. 


HABEAS CORPUS HALTS RETURN

BOSTON, Feb. 18.—A writ of 
habeas corpus was filed in Federal 
Court today on behalf of George 
Crawford, 28-year-old Negro, whose 
extradition to Virginia to face 
charges of murdering two white 
women was ordered yesterday by 
Gov.

In simply friendly houses the 
gentlemen, often as not, follow the 
ladies and take coffee with them in 
the living room. In any case, 
those who have returned to the liv- 
ing room sit where they like. If 
someone hesitates, the hostess nat- 
urally motions to a chair or per- 
haps says, “Won’t you sit here?” 
Naturally too she must see that 
no one is left sitting alone. 


Coffee is served in several ways. 
Most formally, an assistant servant 
carries a tray on which are cups 
and saucers and a bowl of sugar, 
or more likely crumbled rock can- 
dy. As this tray is presented, you 
put sweetening in a cup, and the

| butler or waitress, who stands be- 


side his (or her) assistant, pours 
out the coffee. And you then lift 
it off the tray. Or a butler (or 
waitress) without an assistant car- 
ries the tray on the palm of the 
left hand and pours the, coffee 
from a coffeepot held in the right 
hand, but for this he, (or she) 
must be expert. You can imagine 
the risk of the tray toppling over, 
otherwise! A simpler way of serv- 
ing coffee is to have the coffee 
tray proffered to each person in 
turn. In occasional houses a 
pitcher of cream is included for 
those who like it. You pour your 
own coffee when the tray is pre- 
sented to you, and then lift off the 
cup and saucer. 

The guest of honor, who is 
either a stranger or the oldest 
lady, is served, of course, first, and 
then other ladies, then hostess, and 
then—if they are present—the gen- 
tlemen, and last, the host. 

A popular informal way of serv- 
ing coffee—the only practical way 
in a house without servants—is to 
place a good sized tray on a small 
low table. On the tray is a perco- 
lator or other coffee-making ma- 
chine, most suitably one of glass, 
which is enticing to watch, where- 
as an opaque one merely empha- 
sizes the time you have to wait 
for the coffee to be made. You, 
when you are hostess, sit near this 
tray, turn on the switch or light 
the lamp, make the coffee, pour 
it— with much sugar, little sugar, 
no sugar, as each guest directs— 
and hand it exactly as at after- 
noon tea. 

In many great houses of the 
South, making cafe brulot was an 
established ritual. On a huge sil- 
ver tray was arranged a collection 
of little dishes and boxes holding 
slivers of lemon rind, cloves, all- 
spice, aloes, granulated sugar, cin- 
namon, a decanter of brandy and 
a pot of very black freshly-made 
coffee, and a deep silver bowl and 
ladle. Into the bowl went a variety 
of spices and over these brandy, 
lemon rind was squeezed and the 
brandied spices pressed and stirred. 
The brandy was then lighted and 
while it blazed high the coffee was 
poured in and the ladle, stirring 
and dipping and pouring back, kept 
the alcohol burning. When the al- 
cohol had burned out, .the coffee 
was ladled into cups. It was a 
charming custom, almost unknown 
today, and added here only for old 
time’s sake. 

After coffee, perhaps all, or per- 
haps only four, play bridge, or two 
play backgammon. In any case, 
you should be able to provide cards 
and tables and a backgammon 
board. But it is rarely, if ever, nec- 
essary that you provide-prizes to 
play for, as it would be at a wom- 
en’s card party in a community 
where playing for prizes is custom- 
ary. If, after dinner, people merely 
sit and talk, younger people must 
wait until an older lady takes leave. 
Of course, it must be remembered 
that an absent-minded old lady 
sometimes sits on and on, wondering 
why no one has sense enough to 
leave and utterly unconscious that 
it is she herself who should make 
the move, In this case, a younger 
woman comes to the rescue. Also, 
all those who are playing games 
must be left to themselves and not 
even counted in the usual formali- 
ties of taking leave. Properly, 
however, the guest of honor, if 
there be one of diplomatic rank, for 
instance, otherwise the oldest lady 
present, makes the move to- leave 
by merely standing. At once the 
hostess stands. And usually (but 
not necessarily, if it is early) the 
other ladies do the same. Some- 
times. the hostess says, “Oh, must 
you go so soon?”

HIS is the dining room of “Bud- 
Tet Haven,” and with it we con- 

tinue on our series of rooms ar- 
ranged especially for readers of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The dining room is the most dif- 
ficult room in any house to deco- 
rate; that is, the hardest room in 
which to express any individuality. 
Granted that the furniture may be 
chosen from a wide range of peri- 
ods, it is still just a dining table 
and chairs. Some latitude is per- 
mitted in the selection of the ad- 
ditional pieces such as serving ta- 
bles and china cabinets; but it is 


the drapes and accessories that give 
this room a distinctive personality. 

In furnishing this particular 
room, we not only had to keep in 
mind the Colonial spirit of the 
house and the harmony that 
should prevail in the furnishings 
throughout; but had also to con- 
sider our limited budget. Accord- 
ing to our original plan of spend- 
ing $2000 for furnishing five rooms, 
we were allowed $400 or 20 per cent 
of the amount for the dining room. 
A little more might be spent to gain 
the note of individuality which we 
desired so greatly for this room, 
since we saved $65 on our living 
room, presented in a previous ar- 
ticle. 

In carrying on the tradition es- 
tablished in the living room, we se- 
lected furniture combining the 
American Georgian and Empire or 
Duncan Phyfe periods. In order to 
do this, we assembled our own set, 
rather than choose a regular suite 
and thus, we immediately gained 
some distinctiveness without extra 
cost. While other rooms may be 
changed during a lifetime, we felt 
that the dining room furniture was 
apt to be fairly permanent and 
therefore we sought substantial 
pieces of good design. 

As a focal point of interest, we 
selected a handsome two-pedestal

considered it quite a “buy” at $63. 
The Heppelwhite chairs with 
straight, reeded front legs and 
slightly curving back ones were fre- 
quently copied by Phyfe and are 
thus completely in harmony with 
the table. The sideboard is of the 
Sheraton bowed front type, very 
charming in its utter simplicity of 
line and the small serving table 
is of the same design as the dining 
table, without the brass feet. All of 
these pieces are solid mahogany. 

After the furniture had been se- 
lected we turned to the problem 
of providing an interesting back- 
ground.’ Remembering that in 
America, Duncan Phyfe stood mid- 
way between the retiring Georgian 
period and the incoming Victorian 
mode, we felt we might obtain the 
needed fillip to the room by incor- 
porating the later style in the ac- 
cessories. This seemed to be a par- 
ticularly happy thought in view of 
the fact that Victorianism is now 
returning to vogue. 

For the paper, we chose a toile, 
consisting of bouquets of yellow 
flowers, alternating with bunches 
of fruit in deep pink, both placed
